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Doctor 
seeks 
another 
case delay

PIKEVILLE - A telephone 
conference is scheduled Thursday to 
discuss a requested continuance in 
the case of a former Paintsville doc- 
tor charged with drug offenses. 

Dr. Rano Bofill’s attorneys filed 
a motion Thursday asking for a 
“limited continuance” of his sched- 
uled Sept. 30 trial and, “more par- 
ticularly, the date upon which to file 
a plea agreement with the Court,” 
which is Friday, Sept. 20. 

“Counsel have worked diligently 
to prepare this matter for resolu- 
tion,” defense attorneys Marc S. 
Murphy and Michael M. Denbow 
said in the motion. “Early in coun- 
sel’s engagement in this matter after 
meaningful consultation with Dr. 
Bofill and his family it was deter- 
mined, among other things, that a 
professional evaluation of Dr. 
Bofill’s mental acuity was required. 
This was discussed with counsel for 
the United States who agreed that, 
under the circumstances, such an 
evaluation was in the interests of

suffer major fire damage

BLAINE — The Blaine Volunteer Fire Depart- 
ment and City Hall share the same building and both 
suffered serious damage from a fire of unknown 
origin Thursday. 

Lawrence County Emergency Management 
director Harold Slone said that after the fire was 
extinguished, the scene was turned over to the Ken- 
tucky fire marshall and Kentucky State Police Det. 
Chris Carter for investigation. 

“The call came in at 6:13 a.m.,” Slone said. 



“They had one truck that wasn’t in the building, and 
they used it to respond to the fire. All of the fire 
departments in Louisa, including stations 1 and 2, 
Webbville and the one from Blaine, along with Red 
Bush from Johnson County and Grayson from 
Carter County, responded to help put out the fire. 
The building is still standing, but it suffered major 
damage. Everybody helped out all they could.” 
Three of the trucks housed inside the building 
were reportedly heavily damaged. 

Approximately two years ago, the fire depart-

PAINTSVILLE - A Lawrence 
County woman died in a crash with 
a commercial vehicle on U.S. 23 
Wednesday, Sept. 11, in Johnson 
County. 

Ruth Patrick Davis, 57, was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene by John- 
son County Coroner J. R. Frisby. 

A press release issued by the 
Kentucky Commercial Vehicle 
Enforcement said that the accident 
occurred at the intersection of U.S. 
23 and Ky. 321. 

Davis, operating a 2003 Chevro- 
let Blazer, attempted to turn left onto 
U.S. 23 southbound and pulled into 
the path of a 1997 Kenworth tractor- 
trailer driven by Dayne Pitts. 

The two vehicles came to final 
rest in the northbound lanes of U.S. 
23, the release said. 

The collision remains under 
investigation by CVE officer Tom- 
my Gearheart.

All but one claim in jail suit dismissed

PIKEVILLE — All but one of the allegations 
contained in a lawsuit filed in connection with the 
death of an inmate at the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Paintsville have been dismissed 
in federal court, according to court records. 

James Sours, a diabetic who was an inmate at 
the Big Sandy Regional Detention Center in July 
2010, was subjected to “deliberate indifference to 



his medical needs and, as a consequence, died,” the 
suit, filed by his brother, William Sours, claimed. 

James Sours was incarcerated at the jail July 13, 
2010, and died at the facility July 15, 2010, accord- 
ing to the suit. 

On the first day of his incarceration, he informed 
a jail employee that he was diabetic, had liver prob- 
lems, was unable to “afford an evaluation of his 
condition” in the previous two months, had been

hospitalized for his diabetes 
the previous month, was 
“incapable of caring for him- 
self’ and had no one to bring 
to the jail his empty pill or 
insulin bottles, the suit says. 

On July 14, he began “to 
exhibit well-known symp- 
toms of ketoacidosis, includ- 
ing but not limited to nausea, 
vomiting and chest pain,” the 
suit says. Sours “allegedly 
refused medication three 
times” from an employee who 
“appears to have done noth- 
ing more than document the 
incident,” the suit says. 

During a head count at 
10:40 p.m. on July 15, Sours 
was “observed allegedly 
breathing but otherwise non- 
responsive” and employees 
“talked about” sending him to 
the hospital, “but apparently 
concluded that they would be 
unable to get Mr. Sours ‘in the 
cruiser,”’ the suit says. 

An ambulance was not 
called for over an hour, 
according to the suit. 

“When EMTs arrived at 
the jail and examined Mr. 
Sours, he was no longer 
breathing,” the suit says. “The 
medical examiner found that 
diabetic ketoacidosis was the 



cause of Mr. Sours’ death.” 

The suit said there is no 
record that Sours was “ever 
examined, much less seen,” 
by jail medical personnel. 

“Defendants’ conduct was 
intentional, reckless, deliber- 
ate, wanton and/or malicious, 
and was indicative of their 
total, deliberate and reckless 
disregard of and indifference 
to Mr. Sours’ life as well as 
his rights and the risk of harm 
to him occasioned by such 
conduct,” the suit says. 
“Plaintiff believes and, after 
reasonable discovery, will 
show that his brother’s treat- 
ment by Defendants was the 
result of policies, customs and 
practices of Defendants, 
either written or unwritten, 
and that such policies, cus- 
toms and practices were the 
‘moving force’ behind James 
Sours’ injuries and death.” 

Defendants included the 
jail authority, former adminis- 
trator Henry “Butch” Wil- 
liams Jr. and several employ- 
ees, some of whom are identi- 
fied only by last names. 

U.S. District Judge Amul 
R. Thaper granted a summary 
judgment in May in favor of 
all jail employees and offi- 
cials except a nurse, Nancy 
Allison, for her alleged failure 
to leave adequate instructions 



for the staff responsible for 
the inmate’s care, court 
records show. 

William Sours’ attorney 
filed a motion Sept. 10 asking 
the judge to make his decision 
final and appealable so he can 
file an appeal prior to the start 
of a trial involving the claims 
against Allison. The attorney 
said the dismissal of the other 
allegations deprives William 
Sours “of his ability to prove 
the commission of and recov- 
er damages for an intentional 
tort — deliberate indifference 
— uncompromised by any 
alleged comparative negli- 
gence of Mr. Sours, and to 
recover attorneys’ fees and 
costs . . . were he to prevail on 
such claims.” 

“The dismissal of Plain- 
tiff’s state claims against all 
Defendants with the excep- 
tion of Defendant Allison 
deprives the jury of the oppor- 
tunity to adjudicate the liabil- 
ity of any of the other Defen- 
dants whose separate conduct 
may have caused or contrib- 
uted to Mr. Sours’ death, even 
if the facts as presented to the 
jury demonstrate such Defen- 
dants’ culpability,” the attor- 
ney, Gregory A. Belzley, said. 

A telephone conference on 
the motion is scheduled for 
Oct. 7.

named in a 12-count federal 
indictment in August charging 
him with distribution and pos- 
session with intent to distrib- 
ute Oxycodone, Carisoprodol 
and Alprazolam; carrying a 
firearm during and in relation 
to drug trafficking; and pos- 
session of a firearm by an 
unlawful user of marijuana. 

Kline, who indicated in 
March that he would run for 
Johnson County sheriff in 
2014, told a confidential 
informant that he was one of 
the county’s biggest drug 
dealers, according to court 
records. 

In August, Atkins ordered 
Kline to remain detained until 
his scheduled trial, ruling that 
he was a danger to society. 

“The nature and circum- 
stances of the offense charged 
suggest the Defendant is a 
danger,” Atkins wrote in his 
order. “. . . (Bureau of Alco- 
hol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives) Special Agent 
Ronald Sabotchick testified 
that there are audio and/or 
video recordings of numerous 
controlled buys by confiden- 
tial informants from the 
Defendant. Further, during the 
controlled buy immediately 
preceding his arrest, the 
Defendant possessed and 
brandished a loaded firearm, 
bragging that he had used the 



weapon to kill another person. 
Additionally, Special Agent 
Sabotchick testified that the 
Defendant plotted with the 
ATF’s confidential informant 
to acquire explosives, intend- 
ing to kill or severely injure a 
suspected confidential infor- 
mant for the Johnson County 
Sheriff’s Office in order to 
prevent her from testifying 
against him. The Defendant 
did later decide not to go 
through with the plan at that 
time, in order to avoid draw- 
ing attention to himself due to 
his campaign for sheriff of 
Johnson County. However, 
the nature of his withdrawal 
from the plan simply indicates 
that he had a strong desire to 
avoid detection under the 
existing circumstances. Fur- 
ther, Special Agent Sab- 
otchick testified that the 
Defendant told the ATF confi- 
dential informant that he was 
involved in or responsible for 
the murder of four (4) indi- 
viduals. The nature and cir- 
cumstances of the alleged 
offenses suggest that the 
Defendant poses a risk of dan- 
ger.” 

The order said the plan to 
plant the explosives on the 
Johnson County informant’s 
car “involved having the 
explosives planted and 
remotely detonated by a third 
party while the Defendant and 
the ATF confidential infor- 



mant travel out of state in 
order to establish alibis.” 
Atkins found that “there 
exist no combination of con- 
ditions that will reasonably 
assure the safety of any other 
person and the community.” 
The judge ordered that 
Kline be committed to the 
custody of the attorney gen- 
eral or a designated represen- 
tative for “confinement in a 
corrections facility separate, 
to the extent practicable, from 
persons awaiting or serving 
sentences or held in custody 
pending appeal.” 
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Ex-teacher pleads 
guilty in pom case

FRANKFORT — A for- 
mer Louisa Elementary 
School physical education 
teacher indicted in August 
2012 entered a guilty plea 
last month in Boyd Circuit 
Court to charges involving 
child exploitation following 
cybercrimes investigations in 
Kentucky and Ohio. 

Thomas Sellers, 41, of 
Catlettsburg, was indicted by 
the Boyd County Grand Jury 
last year on eight counts of 
possession of matter portray- 



ing a sexual performance by 
a minor. 

He pleaded guilty last 
month to seven counts of 
possession of matter portray- 
ing sexual performance by a 
minor, all Class D felonies, 
and will be formally sen- 
tenced on Sept. 27. The com- 
monwealth recommended 
Sellers serve 10 years in 
prison. 

Sellers was arrested July 
20, 2012 and was taken into 
custody by the Cybercrimes 
Unit after the execution of a 
search warrant at his Catletts- 
burg residence. 



Sellers was employed 
with the Lawrence County 
School District in 2011, but 
his contract wasn’t renewed 
for the 2012-2013 school 
year. 

Charges against Sellers 
stem from a 2012 undercover 
operation by the Ohio Attor- 
ney General’s office that 
identified a computer pos- 
sessing images of child sexu- 
al exploitation. 

A subpoena revealed the 
Internet subscriber, who was 
identified as Sellers, lived in 
Catlettsburg. Agents from 
the Ohio Attorney General’s

justice and of both parties.” 

A “comprehensive evalua- 
tion” of Bofill was completed 
just prior to the filing of the 
motion, the attorneys said, 
and an oral report over the 
telephone was given to the 
attorneys Sept. 10. 

“The expert reported: (1) 
Evidence of significant cogni- 
tive impairment; (2) Evidence 
of possible early dementia; 
and (3) a preliminary conclu- 
sion that Dr. Bofill did not 
simply suffer from a personal- 
ity disorder.” 

Those statements are 
“based upon an initial and 
incomplete analysis of a very 
comprehensive two-day eval- 
uation conducted by the 
expert and another colleague, 
and cannot yet be the basis for 
negotiations or decisions by 
counsel or the Court,” the 
motion says. The expert needs 



additional time to “calculate 
and analyze the many test 
results” and “to reach profes- 
sionally reliable conclusions 
thereon.” 

The expert is committed to 
complete his study within 
three and a half to four weeks, 
the attorneys said. 

“It nearly goes without 
saying that the results of this 
evaluation, the government’s 
response to it, and the impact 
this important issue has upon 
the ultimate resolution of this 
matter is now the central issue 
in this case,” the motion says. 
“Counsel does not here 
request more time casually or 
our of a mere desire to delay a 
plea or trial. We all simply 
need to know what the final, 
formalized results of this 
examination say about Dr. 
Bofill, and the resolution of 
this matter. Counsel cannot 
engage in substantive strate- 
gic discussions or plea or 
other discussions with Dr.

motor vehicle, second-degree 
disorderly conduct, no insur- 
ance and no registration 
receipt. 

According to a press 
release issued by the Johnson 
County Sheriff’s Office, 911 
dispatch received two separate 
calls of hit-and-run collisions 
on Ky. 1107 last Wednesday, 
advising that a gold 2003 
Chevrolet pickup truck was 
driving erratically. 

Sheriff’s deputy Byron 
Fairchild responded to the 
complaint and was able to 
locate the truck, which was 
driven by Dye. 

Fairchild found Dye passed 
out behind the wheel of the 
vehicle, which was still run- 
ning, but stuck in a culvert, the 
release said. 

“He was really, really 
drunk, and it’s very fortunate 
that nobody was injured,” 
Fairchild said Friday. “He 
swiped the mirror off two 
vehicles and struck a fender 



on one of them as they were 
driving on Kentucky Route 
1107, and kept going. I found 
him stuck in the culvert in 
Lively Lane and the vehicle 
was stuck, but it was still run- 
ning. I shook him to wake him 
up, but he passed out on the 
ground and we had to call an 
ambulance for him. Paints ville 
EMS transported him to Paul 
B. Hall.” 

Fairchild said in the report 
that when he looked inside 
Dye’s vehicle, he could see 
open liquor bottles and multi- 
ple prescription medications. 

“He had Jagermeister in 
there, and there was some pre- 
scription pills in there, too,” 
Fairchild said. “I followed 
them to the hospital, and he 
got rough with the nurses, 
jerked his I Vs out and then 
peed in a trash can. He said he 
didn’t remember anything 
beyond having been drink- 
ing.” 

Dye was transported to the 
Big Sandy Regional Detention 
Center.

ment was on the verge of shut- 
ting down for a lack of mem- 
bership. Slone and a few other 
volunteers managed to gain 
support from the community 
and to bring in new members 
who were trained to handle the 
equipment and to respond in 
an emergency. 

“It’s important that people 
remember emergencies are 
still handled the same way,” 
Slone said. “They are working 
with multiple agencies to try 



and replace equipment that 
was lost in the fire. In the 
meantime, they still have two 
initial response vehicles and 
they can still respond to assess 
a situation. People should do 
what they always did and call 
911 and if the initial response 
vehicles need help, the other 
fire departments will come 
and help them. It did put them 
in a bind, but it didn’t put 
them out of business.” 

Information regarding the 
cause of the fire, nor whether 
arson is suspected, wasn’t 
available at press time. 
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Bofill affecting his Constitu- 
tional rights until these diag- 
noses are explored and con- 
firmed or refined.” 

Bofill was a doctor at the 
now-closed Care More Pain 
Management, which was 
owned by Tammy Cantrell 
and Shelby Lackey. All three 
were indicted in September 
2012 on federal charges of 
conspiring to distribute and 
unlawfully dispense pain pills 
at the clinic. 

Cantrell, 40, of Oil 
Springs, and Lackey, 50, of 
Williamsport, entered guilty 
pleas in April in U.S. District 
Court at Pikeville to conspira- 
cy to distribute and unlawful- 
ly dispense oxycodone and to 
maintaining drug-involved 
premises. They are scheduled 
to be sentenced after Bofill’ s 
trial. 

Bofill was employed by 
Care More after another doc- 
tor, Richard Albert, left and 
opened his own business. 
Albert was later indicted on 
federal drug charges, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced in 
June to 75 months in federal 
prison. 

Approximately 60,000 
Percocet pills were distributed 
by Bofill and Albert while 
they were employed at Care 
More, according to court doc- 
uments. 



Computer Crimes Unit 
referred their findings to 
Kentucky Attorney General 
Jack Conway’s Cybercrimes 
Unit for further investiga- 
tion. 

Cybercrimes investiga- 
tors executed a search war- 
rant at Sellers’ home, and a 
forensic examination of his 
computer found 455 images 
and 325 videos depicting the 
sexual exploitation of chil- 
dren. 

“The Internet is a safer 
place for Kentucky kids 
because of the efforts of my 
cybercrimes investigators 
and prosecutors,” Conway 
said. “I appreciate their hard 
work to bring this case to a 
successful close.” 

Since its creation in June 
of 2008, the Cybercrimes 
Unit has launched 341 child 
pornography investigations, 
seized more than 403,000 
child pornographic images 
and videos from the Internet 
and has a 100 percent con- 
viction rate.”

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525 miners 
are furloughed

RICHMOND, Va. - 
James River Coal Company 
issued a notice to employees 
that it will be idling operations 
in several mines due to contin- 
ued weak coal markets . 

The 525 affected miners 
work at Long Branch Surface 
Mine in Johnson County, 
McCoy Elkhorn Complex in 
Pike and Floyd counties as 
well as the Bledsoe Complex 
in Leslie and Harlan counties. 

In a letter to an unidenti- 
fied employee, published on a 



local television station, Bled- 
soe Mine said the layoff was 
effective Sept. 15. 

Letters reportedly sent to 
employees affected by the fur- 
lough would get to keep their 
health, dental and life insur- 
ance for three months. 

The company mines ther- 
mal coal for power generation 
and metallurgical coal used to 
produce steel. It also has oper- 
ations in southern West Vir- 
ginia and southern Indiana. 

The company also idled 
several mines and reduced 
production at other sites in 
March.

Lower the 
speed limit ... 

Editor: 

I moved into my house at 
the intersection of Town 
Branch Road and U.S. 23 in 
1993. Town Branch Road is a 
major connector road between 
the City of Prestonsburg and 
U.S. 23, traveled heavily. One 
morning in 1995, 1 drove out 
of my house to a car wreck at 
the mouth of Town Branch 
Road. Four people died that 
morning at that intersection. 
With my neighbors and the 
families impacted, I went to 
District 12 of the Highway 
Department at Pikeville and 
requested that they do some- 
thing to fix this problem. 

In our lack of engineering 
expertise, we thought a stop- 
light would work. I volun- 
teered to donate to the stop- 
light if District 12 would put 
it in. Eighteen years ago, they 
told us that wouldn’t work, 
and then did nothing. How 
many must die? How many 
had to die at the old Abbott 
Mountain intersection before 
something was done? 

Having watched the traffic 
patterns on this road for twen- 
ty years, I find it unbelievable 
that the chief engineers over 
this project have never just sat 
here and watched the traffic 
on this intersection to see 
what the problem is. 

The problem isn’t the 
amount of traffic, or the busi- 
nesses that have grown, and 
will continue to grow along 
side the highway; the prob- 
lem is the speed of the traffic. 
Loaded and unloaded heavy 
trucks coming off of one hill, 
trying to get their speed up to 
make it up the next. It doesn’t 
matter which way you are 
going, there is no reason 
heavy equipment should be 
moving through this section 
of road at 65 miles per hour. 
If they are coming off of the 
hill at 65 miles per hour, of 
course, they couldn’t stop at 
the bottom of the hill for a 
stop light.

told that the speed limit 
through this section of road 
couldn’t be changed, because 
it was U.S. 23. When you 
drive from Pikeville to Ash- 
land and beyond, every town 
except ours has a reduced 
speed limit. Coal Run and 
Catlettsburg is 35 miles per 
hour, Louisa is 45 miles per 
hour, stoplights are a plenty. 

The solution may or may 
not be a stoplight at Town 
Branch. That is up to the 
engineers. This problem is 
only going to get worse. As 
businesses continue to move 
out on the highway, whether 
it be car dealerships, hotels, 
trade centers, or gas stations, 
this problem is not going to 
go away. Why can’t we right 
now lower the speed limit on 
U.S. 23 through Prestons- 
burg? Starting at the top of 
Abbott Mountain and ending 
at Allen intersection, drop the 
speed limit to 45 mph and 
enforce it. This will save lives 
now. Being able to get from 
one place to the next five 
minutes quicker is not worth 
another life.

Did you know that last 
year cellphone users sent 
an average of 17.6 billion 
text messages every day? 
Yes, I did say billion. Giv- 
en how technology is 
growing, this year they 
should send even more.

Traditional text mes- 
saging is actually losing 
steam, and it isn’t hard to 
see why. With many cellu- 
lar plans, you only get a 
limited number of texts per 
month.

These apps let you send 
free, unlimited messages to 
your friends and family. 
Free video chat apps like 
Skype, FaceTime and 
Viber are helping people 
connect for free, too. 

Chat apps send mes- 
sages using your cellular 
data plan. Since the mes- 
sages are very small, you 
can send thousands before 
noticing a bump in your 
data usage. Even a basic 
data plan should handle 
more texts than you could 
hope to send in a month. 

Just be careful when 
sending picture messages. 
Those will be larger and 
can use up your data plan 
much faster. 

Or you can send mes- 
sages over Wi-Fi and it 
won’t affect your data plan 
at all! In fact, I recommend 
using Wi-Fi instead of your 
data plan whenever possi- 
ble. That makes it less like- 
ly you’ll go over your data 
limit and get slapped with 
overage fees.

Of course, I still recom- 
mend you track your 
mobile gadget’s data use. 
You never know when an 
app could start chugging 
data without warning. 

Some newer smart- 
phones and tablets have 
built-in data usage moni- 
tors under the Settings. On 
other gadgets, you can grab 
an app like Data Usage to 
keep track. 

If you have a small data 
plan, an app like Onavo 
Extend can do wonders. It 
compresses your data traf- 
fic so you get up to 5 times 
more data. 

Of course, since chat 
apps work over Wi-Fi, you 
don’t even need a cellular 
plan to use them. You can 
install them on an old 
smartphone, any tablet or 
even some MP3 players. 
I’ve seen some people go 
this route to completely 
kick their cellular contract 
to the curb. 

The only hang-up with 
some of these apps is that

PAINTSVILLE - For 
most adults, practicing 
healthy eating habits and get- 
ting enough exercise is an 
ongoing challenge. But today, 
more than ever, children are 
facing this same challenge. 

In fact, according to the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, childhood 
obesity has more than dou- 
bled in children and tripled in 
adolescents in the past three 
decades. 

However, there are a num- 
ber of things parents can do to 
help children develop healthy 
habits at an early age — good 
habits that can last a lifetime. 
September is National Child- 
hood Obesity Awareness 
Month, and the physicians at 
Paul B. Hall Regional Medi- 
cal Center offer some tips to 
help your entire family main- 
tain a healthy weight. 

Although a CDC report 
released in August showed 
some signs of declining obe- 
sity rates in preschoolers in 
some states, Kentucky 
showed no change, which 
means it’s still an epidemic. 
Previous research has shown 
that one in eight preschoolers 
are obese in the U.S. Accord- 
ing to the CDC, preschoolers 
who are overweight or obese 
are five times more likely 
than their normal-weight 
peers to be overweight or 
obese as adults. 

In addition, overweight 
children may experience 
immediate health conse- 
quences — such as pre-diabe- 
tes, asthma and sleep disor- 
ders — and may be at risk for 
weight-related health prob- 
lems in adulthood, such as 
heart disease, type 2 diabetes, 
joint problems, stroke, and 
several forms of cancer. Over- 
weight children are also likely 
to experience social discrimi- 
nation, which can affect self- 
esteem and confidence. 

The best ways to help chil- 
dren maintain a healthy 
weight is to eat healthier 
foods and get active as a fam- 



ily. The habits children learn 
at home can help set positive 
behaviors for lifelong weight 
management. To ensure your 
family eats a healthy diet, the 
health care professionals at 
Paul B. Hall Regional Medi- 
cal Center suggest: 

• Serving plenty of fruit, 
vegetables — especially dark 
red, green and orange vegeta- 
bles — and whole-grain 
foods, and limiting sugar and 
saturated fat. 

• Choosing low- or non-fat 
dairy products. 

• Opting for healthy pro- 
tein sources, such as lean 
meats, eggs, poultry, fish, len- 
tils, legumes, and unsalted 
nuts and seeds. 

• Encouraging your family 
to drink water, and limiting 
sugar- sweetened beverages. If 
you serve juice, make sure it’s 
100 percent juice. 

To make healthy food 
appealing to children, get 
imaginative with food presen- 
tation. Use a cookie cutter to 
create different shapes, make 
funny faces with fruit, or use 
condiments or sauces to draw 
designs on the plate. Making 
healthy foods fun can encour- 
age children to eat and enjoy 
foods that are good for them 
— use your imagination or 
get ideas from friends, maga- 
zines or online articles. 

“Another important key to 
helping children maintain a 
healthy weight is through reg- 
ular exercise,” said Dr. Les- 
lieann Dotson, pediatrician. 
“Children and adolescents 
should get an hour of exercise 
every day, including aerobic, 
muscle- strengthening and 
bone- strengthening — or 
high-impact — activities. Go 
for a walk or bike ride as a 
family, play tag in the yard, or 
explore the local park togeth- 
er. Exercising with your child 
sets a good example.”
